Members of a planning board to 
draft the long term economic pro- 
gramme will be named carly next 
week, Mr Morrison told a news con- 
ference udding "there -is not the 
slightest need for panic tailing or 
thinking. There fs a pood hope. that 
we shall come through.” 

Morrlson’s announcement, as wel! 
as his words of reassuranes, came 
“as Conservative opponents of the go- 

vernment were cryltig woe over ‘the 
disclosure zarlicr in the week that 
Imports must be cut, with a resul- 
tant Increase In “austerity.” 
* The announcement, ebviowsly plane 
‘ned some time’ ago, also followed 
observations by Toss, the Suviet 
Newn Agency to the effect that nel- 
ther Britain nor France had a work- 
ing long range recovery programme 
Bitch ns the Soviet Union has. 


-FUNDAMENTALLY SOUND 
Mr Morrison satd that although the 
British "In common with the rest 
of the world are going through a 
very dark and dificult patch, our 
own cconomis position is funda- 
mentally sound.” ‘ 
Morrison said that the world had 
the name’ choice now as in 1931 
when, he asserted, “everyone made 2 
wrong choice” by restricting inter- 
natlonal trade instead of increasing 
Jt. Now, he snid, there are people 
fn all countries who believe in ‘the 
economics of expansion.” 5 
“If that potnt of view prevalls and 
world trade gets a chance to expand, 
“all will yot be well,” he sald—
